General Fire Behavior

Today fuels will continue to dry over the entire area. Smokes will pop up today from heat that has not been seen in days
and areas that have seen active fire will see those areas become more active. Smoldering and active ground fire is still
being observed and the ground fire continues to spread along with active surface fire creeping in the cured litter.
Isolated flare-ups with torching have also been observed along the control line as fire weakened trees continue to fall.
The fire has burned actively in green and cured fuels. Watch for needle/leaf cast on all divisions which will provide
surface fuels for smoldering or active ground fire.

Specific Fire Behavior

Expect an increase in fire behavior today with hot and dry conditions and increased winds.

Forecasted NFDRS indices are up considerably today.

Divisions Kilo, Hotel, Golf, Foxtrot, and sections of November are showing the most amount of heat (MODIS) and fire
activity. With the decrease in cloud cover and increase in temperature you can expect these divisions to continue to
show more fire activity. The SW winds will be more favorable for the fire today blowing into the wet area on the NE side.
Interior reburn and torching is likely in unburned cured fuels and in any remaining green pockets of fuel. Expect surface
fire with moderate rates of spread.

This line is
also being patrolled for hot spots by engine cré\snerous flare ups
occurred yesterday afternoon.

The fire is burning in the Holly Shelter Game Lanalstate-owned
property managed by the North Carolina Wildlife &ases Commission.
Although access gates are open for firefighteis,ghme land is presently
closed to the public.

Many trees within the fire’s perimeter and intefi@ve become unstable
because the soil has burned away from the rootsstBecause of this
safety hazard, fire managers strongly discouragegdémeral public from
attempting to enter the game lands to engage idshkield or walking
tours of the fire.
